Peace Meeting at Glaseow. 

Glasgow, Ky., August 19, 1861. 
Editor* Louisville Courier: At an immense 
meeting of the people of Barren county, this 
day held in the court-house, in Glasgow, in 
obedience to the call hereinafter inserted, 
made through the columns of the Glasgow 
Free Press, Col. B. Lawless was called to the 
chair, and Wm. H. Edmunds appointed Sec- 
retary. The Chairman briefly and appropri- 
ately stated the object of the meeting to be 
in accordance with the purposes as indicated 
in the call; and appointed the following 
named gentlemen a committee to draft ap- 
propriate resolutions, to-wit: J, 1*. Barrick, 
Wm. Bygbee, ST. A. Smith, Col. Isaac 
Smith, Cppt K. T. Ballenger, S. W. Brent, 
and V. II. Jones, who reported to the meet- 
ing, through their chairman, the accompany- 
ing resolutions, which were adopted by the 
large concourse present, without n dissenting 
voice. lJuring the absence of the committee, 
R. W. Thomas being vociferously called for 
by >h* audience, made his appearance upon 
tl e >tand. und delivered one of the most able, 
convincing, and masterlv speeches which it 
has been our pleasure to hear upon the crisis. 
Ilis speech evinced a knowledge of the politi- 
cal hiatoiy of our country from its inception 
down to the present time, unequnlcd in its 
accuracy, a;id unsurpassed in its high concep- 
tion of the spirit of our institutions, and the 
purposes for which our fathers formed a gov- 
ernment. 

THE CALL. 

All the citizens of Barren count}' who are 
in favor of peace, opposed to the horrors of 
war, and in favor of preserving the neutrali- 
ty of Kentucky in good faith, are requested 
to meet in a mass meeting convention in 
Glasgow,' on Monday next, (county court 
day. I Come one. come all. 

R- solved, That we, of the Slave States, and 
especially of Kentucky, have great reason to 
complain of l ad fellowship, and wrongs done 
us. t oth in c'lar . cter : nd | r . pert y, by some of 
the citizens nf the free Slates, and the States 
themselves who have 1 ro m faith with us, 
and gone astray from the landmark* of their 
fathers. 

Resolved, That we deplore the existence of 
a I'nion to le held together by the sword, 
with laws to be enforced by standing armies. 
It is not such a I'nion as our fathers intend- 
ed, and not Worth preserving. 

Resolved, That we approve and adopt the 
following resolutions passed by the lower 
branch of the Kentucky Legislature, in Jan- 
nary last, by a vote of 87 to 0, which said res- 
olution has been sanctioned and indorsed by 
the people of Barre n county, and of the State 

at lnrg John W. Kilter and J. II. Smith. 

the Representatives of this county in that 
body, voting in the affirmative on its passage, 
and which is as follows, to-wit: 

Resolved, "That this General Assembly re- 
ceives the actions of the Legislature of New 
York. Ohio, Maine, and Massachusetts, as 
the indication of a purpose upon tho part of 
the people of tho*e St»tes to further compli- 
cate existing difficulties, by forcing the peo- 
ple of the South to the extremity of submis- 
sion or resistance, and so regarding it, the 
Governor of the State of Kentucky is hereby 
requested to inform the Executives of New 
York, Ohio. Maine, and Massachusetts, that 
it is the opinion of this General Assembly, 
that whenever the authorities of those States 
shall send armed forces to the South for the 
purpose indicated in said resolutions, the peo- 
ple of Kentucky, uniting with their brethren 
of the South, w ill as one man resist such in- 
vasion of the soil of the South, at all hazards, 
and to the last extremity." 

Revolted, That the I'nion members of Con- 
gress from Kentucky, in the late extra ses- 
sion o!" that bodv. and especially Henry Gri- 
der. the representative of this district, in vot- 
ing men and money to prosecute this iniqui- 
tous war against the South, have violated the 
plighted faith of Kentucky, as pledged in the 
r 'solutions herein embraced, and that Henry 
(irider thus violated his positive pledges to 
the people of this district, and is guilty of a 
r achery meriting the rebuke of all true pa- 
triots. 

Res.Jred, That, although Kentucky is 
bound by her most solemn pledges to resist 
coercion, and to make common cause with her 
sister States of the South, yet in respect to 
her neutrality, desiring not to engatrc in the 
civil conflicts of this strife, either North or 
South, it is the duty of her citizens to main- 
tain that position ' at all hazards and to the 
last extremity." 

Resolved, That the raising of money in 
Kentucky by taxation, or otherwise, to prose- 
cute this war against a people whom we have 
pledged ourselves to protect, is a palpable vi- 
olation of Kentucky!* neutrality, a declara- 
tion of war against the seceded States, and a 
species of perfidy heretofore unknown in the 
annals of civil conduct. 

Resolved, That the furnishing of money by 
taxation, or otherw ise, to support this war, is 
equivalent to imbruing our own hands in the 
blood of our brothers, and that we recognize 
no difference between the act when done by 
tho mercenary assassin at our expense, than 
when done by ourselves, and that Kentucky 
ought, and Barren county will, resist to the 
last extremity the collection of one Joller of 
said tai, to be expended in such a fiendish 
cause. 

Resolved, That, approving as we do a re- 
cent call for a Peace Convention, to meet in 
Frankfort during the month of September, in 
the event of the assembling of such Conven- 
tion, we hereby appoint all the lovers of 
peace and true friends of the South in this 
county as delegates to said Convention. 

Resolved, That the Glasgow Free Press, 
Louisville Courier, i n 1 all other papers in the 
| State in favor of neutrality and opposed to 
Lincoln's war tax in Kentucky, be request- 
ed to publish these proceedings.

Proclamation by Ben McCullough. 

SfRiNOKiEi.D, Mo.. Aug. lo. — The following 
proclamation has been issued : 
To Ihe people of Missouri : 

Having been called by the Governor of your 
State to assist in driving the Federal forces 
out of the State, nnd restoring the people to 
tlx ir ju*t rights, I have come among you sim- 
ply with tho view of making war upon our 
Northern foes, and driving them back. I give 
the oppressed of your State an opportunity of 
again standing up as freemen, and uttering 
th.-ir true sentiments. 

You have been overrun nnd trampled upon, 
by the mercenary horde of the North. Yo ir 
beautiful State has been nearly subjugated ; 
but those true sons of Missouri who have con- 
tinued in arms together with my force, came 
back upon the enemy, and we have gained 
over them a great and signal victory — their 
General-in-Chief is slain, and many of their 
other general officers wounded ; their army is 
in full flight ; and now if the true men of Mis- 
souri will rise up and rally around their stand- 
ard, the State will be redeemed. 

1 do not comeumongyou to make war upon 
any of your people, whether Union or other- 
wise. The I nion people will all be protected 
in their rights and property. It is earnestly 
recommended to them toreturn to their homes. 
Prisoners of the I'nion party which have 
been arrested by the urmy will be released 
and allowed to return to their friends. Mis- 
souri must bo allowed to choose her own des- 
tiny; no oaths binding your consciences will 
be administered. I have driven the enemy 
from among you. The time has now arrived 
for the people of the State to net. You can- 
not longer procrastinate. Missouri must now 
take her position, bo it North or South.

Soldiers of Louisiana, of Arkansas, of Mis- 
souri, and of Texas, nobly have you sustained 
yourselves; shoulder to shoulder you have 
met the enemy and driven them before you. 
Your first battle has been glorious and your

The opposing force, composed mostly of the 
old regular army of the North, have thrown 
themselves upon you, confident of victory ; 
but by great gallantry and determined cour- 
age you entirely routed it with great slaughter.

Important From Etst Tinnesse?--- Messrs Nel- 
son, Bridges, a d Brtw . o v fcr the Southern 
Confederacy — Gre»t Change of Seatimen t— 
Activity of Enlistments. 

Gen. William H. Carroll, who arrived 
home yesterday from a brief visit to East 
Tennessee, brings the most cheering in- i 
telligence from that quarter. As we learn 
from him, on Saturday night last George W. 
Bridges, the recently elected members of the 
Bo-called Federal Congress, addressed the 
Bradley county volunteers at Knoxville 
During his speech he said that he would en 
list himself and fight against Lincoln's hordes 
T. A. R. Nelson, it is understood, will issue I 
at an early day, an address advising acquies- j 
cencc in the will of a majority of the people of 
the State, and other Union men there will 
adopt the samo course. 

Gen. Carroll, as we understand it, had a 
conversation with Parson Brownlow, in which 
the fact of the suppression of his paper was 
broached. President Davis, it seems, has de- 
clared that he desires no connection with any 
gove-nment in which the freedom of the press 
is denied, and the Whig will soon bo Eseued 
again. But Mr. Brownlow has altered his 
view of political affairs, and will hereafter 
advocate the cause of the South against her 
oppressors. The action of President Davis 
in this matter is in striking contrast with 
that of Lincoln's agnnts, who assummarily ex- 
tinguish a paper that dares defy their power 
as one would a mosquito. 

During Gen. Carroll's stay in East Tennes- 
see, much was done toward healing old feuds, 
and perhaps no other one man in the State 
could have effected so much in so short a 
time. An instance will suffice to illustrate. 
A country company marched into Knoxville, 
which had been organized to fight for Lin- 
coln General Carroll saw the Captain and 
invited him and his company to join his brig- 
ade. The Captain replied that he would con- 
sult his men, and mustered them for that pur- 
pose. The men inquired who Carroll was, 
and were informed that he we was a son 
to the late Governor William Carroll. — 
Five of them stepped from tho ranks 
and said that they were named after Wil- 
liam B. Carroll — that their fathers fought 
with him, and they would die by the son of 
the Hero of Muckfaw. Probably there were 
few of the company who had not some friend 
who had fought under Jackson and Carroll, 
and the result was that every one to a man 
volunteered. 

Gen. Carroll was very successful in enlist- 
ing men. He received the tender of six com- 
ganies, and five more are being raised. The 
cause in East Tennessee is progressing finely. 
In a very short time, so rapid is the change 
going on, not the foot of one Union man will 
press the soil of the Yolunteer State.

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est portion of the Union men, who arc in good turn, may be overwhelmed by a vastly supe- 
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Renunciation of Kentucky Neutrality— The 
mode of Subjecting the State to the Usurper's 
Authority— The Great Strategical Object 
Contemplated by the Military Occupation of 
Kentucky — Warning to the Pooplo — Stato 
Convention. 

The habitual reader of the Yeoman will 
remember that we have repeatedly uttered to 
the people words of solemn warning, to the 
effect that it was the purpose, at least of the 
"Irrepressible' 1 element of the self-styled 
Union party, to renounce tho attitude of Neu- 
trality after the August election, and deliver 
over the State, bound hand and foot, to what- 
ever uses it may be the pleasure of the Mili- 
tary Dictator to subject her. On the 20th 
day of July, preceding the August election, 
in considering the subject above mentioned, 
in connection with Gen. Anderson's appoint- j 
ment to the command of the Military Depart- 
ment of Kentucky, we repeated a warning to 
the people, formerly uttered, in the deliber- 
ate language now reproduced, as follows : 

"The occupation of Kentucky by a military 
force is Manned by Lincoln to be a military 
necessity, in view of the double object of 
trampling down the assumed neutrality of the 
State — an attitude which the Usurper calls 
"disunion completed'' — and of securing a safe 
pathway for tho march of his coercive armies 
into Tennessee. This occupation has been 
delayed thus far merely from considerations 
of policy. It is expected that the effect of 
the clandestine distribution of arms in Ken- 
tucky will secure a large majority in the Leg- 
islature in favor of Lincoln's coercive policy; 
and that this majority, so far from opposing 
that policy, will approve it, and, renouncing 
the attitude of neutrality, will oppose no ob- 
stacle, if indeed it will not encourage and in- 
vite the Usurper to occupy nnd inarch over 
Kentucky. The Louisville Journal and Dem- 
ocrat, hitherto professedly for Kentucky neu- 
trality, have been busily at work preparing 
the people of Kentucky for the abandon ment 
of tho position of neutrality. They have only 
refrained assuming it openly in order to se- 
cure by its popularity a majority of the Leg- 
islature. The demand of tho Cincinnati Ga- 
zette that 30,000 western troops be reserved 
and held in readiness to march into Kentucky 
at a day's notice, and many other evidences, 
prove that it is Lincoln's design soon to pol- 
lute the sacred soil of Kentucky by the trend 
of his coercive armies; and we have no earthly 
doubt that history will convict not a few of 
the prominent leaders of the Union party, 
who have heretofore seemingly stood on the 
attitude of neutrality, of a conspiracy with 
Lincoln to enforce his coercive policy as soon 
as the August elections secure tho right ma- 
terial for the purpose in tho Legislature. Let 
the people look to thei r representation in both 
branches of the legislature. Wo have given 
them faithful warning; and when the next 
Legislature shall bo engaged in the work of 
submitting Kentucky to the absolute domin- 
ion of the Usurper, we shall remind them of 
this warning." 

Our prediction above is already substantially 
vorilied ; and the policy we foreshadowed is 
in rapid process of execution. On the very 
next day after the August election, that no 
time might be lost in inaugurating a policy 
which it was not deemed prudent to avow be- 
fore, the Louisville Journal prefigured the 
programme of work to bo done by the new 
Legislature. One of the legislative jobs which 
tbnt organ of Lincoln prc-announced, was the 
repeal of the law organizing the State Guard, 
and tho reorganization of the military per- 
sonnel of the State in such manner as to 
make it subservient to the designs of the 
Usurper, thus substantially verifying the re- 
peated predictions we had previously uttered. 
And this has been followed since by a cry 
from tho co-operative organs fortheimpeach- 
rnent of Gov. Magoffin, the expulsion from 
their seats of Senators Powell nnd Breckin- 
ridge, the assumption by the Legislature of 
the Federal War tax, and divers other mon- 
strous schemes, all practically renouncing the 
neutrality of the State, and practically cm- 
barking her upon a sea of troubles and perils 
as a champion and co-operator in Lincoln's 
coercive war against the South. The military 
encampments rapidly filling up in Kentucky on 
the line to Cumberland Gap, established, as we 
have the authority of the "Coloneling'' Judgo 
Bramlelte for saying, under Lincoln's ap- 
proval, are openly justified by his organs; and 
they are to be extended, some of their leaders 
publicly declare, until they embrace a force of 
30,000 men. Gen. Rousseau, on Saturday- 
last, moved over his Brigade from Indiana to 
Kentucky, destined probably for Cumberland 
Gap, and, we are informed, other forces from 
northern States, will soon follow. Some at 
least of the officers and men at Camp Robin- 
son, in Garrard county, we have been reliably- 
assured, are from Ohio, Pennsylvania, and 
other States; though the false pretence of the 
Louisville Journal is, that they are only Ken- 
tucky troops, designed merely for local de- 
fense, and to repel apprehended invasion from 
Tennessee. That this pretext is utterly 
groundless, and that the real design is to launch 
Kentucky into the war on the side of the 
Usurper, is manifest from the inflammatory- 
utterances of the Journal, Democrat, and di- 
vers other presses, besides tho avowals and 
speeches of the military and civil leaders of 
the Lincolnites. It is established also by 
facts which can receive no other interpreta- 
tion. Contemplating such a horrid policy, 
the writers and speakers in the interest of tho 
Irrepressibles, resort to every conceivable de- 
vice to instigate the Governor, or any other 
supporters of the constitutional rights of the 
States, to the perpetration of any act of vio- 
lence or folly that will afford thorn a seeming 
pretext for doing what they have predeter- 
mined to do — committing Kentucky, regard- 
less of her assumed attitude of neutrality, to 
the grant of men and monoy for the prosecu- 
tion of Lincoln's war. This fiendish scheme 
is daily attempted to be carried out, by ma- 
ligning the motives and conduct of the Gov- 
ernor, by magnifying every little circum- 
stance of sporadic disorder, by imputing the 
blamo of every blamable thing that occurs to 
the Governor or his friends, and by suppress- 



j faith earnost advocates of neutrality and 
peace; for it is a fact that many Union men 
every day indicate their purpose, if Kontucky 
; neutrality is to be insulted by Lincoln en- 
I campmcnts in our midst, and they are com- 
! polled, against their wish, to take arms against 
. either side, they will fight thenggressorin de- 
fense of their aggrieved brethren of the South. 
To paralyse Union men who sympathize with 
their wronged brethren of the South, is the 
object of the fiendish Irrepressibles, in their 
malicious and vain attempts to instigate 
States Rights men to violence. But the hon- 
est Union men will easily penetrate and baf- 
fle the design thus to mislead them. The 
malice and wickedness of the Louisville Jour- 
nal in this diabolical work, are inexpressibly 
flagitious; while the meanness of it far tran- j 
scends that of Mark Meddle, in London As- 
surance, in parting his coat tails and begging 
to be kicked, for the sake of the profit to ac- I 
crue from his action of assault and battery. 

In view of the meeting of the Legislature, 
on next Monday, andof the horrid programme 
which tho Irrepressibles will require it to 
work out, we wish at this seasonable moment, 
not in the vain spirit of prediction, but in the 
earnest spirit of warning to the people, to lay 
before the country our ideas of the military- 
strategy contemplated in the occupation of 
Kentucky by forces in the service of the 
Usurper. Our views of the subject, presented 
below, are shared, as we know from compari- 
son of opinions, by many of the wisest and 
best men of the State, far more capable than 
we pretend to be of penetrating the strategic 
objects and effects of military operations 
And we especially ask the attention of our 
friends of the press in Kentucky to these 
views. 

The Louisville Journal and Democrat are 
doubtless the avaunt couriers of the action of 
the majority ot tho General Assembly to con- 
vene next Monday. The policy which they 
have marked out is plain, but none the less 
sneaking and infamous. Ono thing is very- 
observable — they propose and hopo that the 
States Rights or Democratic party will abdi- 
cate and so abandon the great principles we 
have maintained, leaving them free to shape 
their future as they may desire, and to cover 
their inconsistencies from popular gaze, or to 
give direction to the future of the Common- 
wealth, uninfluenced by the apprehension of 
nny counterpoise from our side of the scales. 
It is of the utmost importance that our front 
shall be kept steady, and that our press shall 
be bold, active, and resolute, through the crisis 
which the Legislature will bring on and em- 
phasize ; for if, in this case as in most others, 
there is a locus penitential for a people, which 
gives them opportunity to recover themselves 
before the final plunge into an abyss of diffi- 
culties and crimes, we should be statesmen 
enough to avail ourselves of that pause to 
guide a reaction which will bring Kentucky 
to the open advocacy of Peace, and. at least, 
to open hostility to any policy which proposes 
to break her honest neutrality in this deplora- 
ble contest. It isof great importance that the 
press and people of tho State shall promptly 
penetrate the policy of the Unionists and its 
consequences; and this remark brings us to 
the consideration of tho strategical objects of 
the military occupation of Kentucky by Lin- 
coln's forces, which are not, as falsely pre- 
tended, those of mcro self-defense and repul- 
sion of invasion from Tennessee, but far 
deeper, wider, and more comprehensive and 
fatal. 

In tho first place, then, wo conceive, the 
strategical line, from which to make a suc- 
cessful development of military force ■gains' 
the South, is that which will run from Cum- 
berland Gap to Chattanooga ; and its occupancy 
by a force unassailable from its strength, is the 
prime object of the Federal Government. 

Richmond was never a point of military 
importance, farther than that, in tho posses- 
sion of the Federal power, it would no longer 
menace the lines of railway converging upon 
East Tennessee. Manassas Junction was on 
the line from Tennessee to Washington, and 
was, therefore, to some extent, a necessity, in 
approaching the basis strategical line which 
covers the whole field. Tho columns of Mc- 
Call and of Cox in tho valley of the Kanawha 
were each destined to reach different points 
on the same line from Washington to East 
Tennessee, with the view of acquiring access 
to the line we have indicated as the 
great line of strategical development. Foiled 
at Manassas, Scott will now organize the ar- 
mies of the Potomac — the Shenandoah — 
the Kanawha — and tho Cumberland — to re- 
new attempts to gain possession of this great 
line. It is to tho last named army that Gen. 
Robert Anderson (the gallant Major Ander- 
son, of Fort Sumter fame) is assigned, with 
his headquarters at Louisville, Kentucky. It 
is for the use of Anderson's column that 
muskets, artillery, and munitions of war are 
now pouring into Kentucky over tho rail- 
roads converging from Covington and Lou- 
isville; it is for this that camps are com- 
menced at Hoskins', and Crab Orchard, and 
elsewhere; for this that Rousseau's brigade 
has moved from Indiana into Kentucky; for 
this that Green Adams is attempting by- 
speeches to rouse thepeopleof the mountains; 
for this that Lieut. Nelson, of the Navy is 
detached for on-shore-duty, to distribute arms 
in Kentucky; and thus by all those means, by 
a march through Kentucky, sustained by the 
Union party of Kentucky, a march of Feder- 
al troops from the North, protected in their 
rear by encampments in Kentucky composed 
nominally, if not fully, of Kentuckians, that 
the Federal Government expects Gen. An- 
derson to achieve the object of obtaining pos- 
session of tho great line in question. That 
would bo a sore calamity to the South, and, in 
the end, to the North also ; for it would only- 
result in prolonging the war for the pretend- 
ed but unattainable object of reconstructing a 
shattered Union. Is it asked why the pot- 
session of this line from Cumberland Gap is 
of such strategical importance ? We answer 
becauseit dividesthe connectionsof the parts of 
the South from each other — separates the Caro- 
linasfrom Tennessee — Virginia from Tennes-

The Battlo of Springfield- Brutal Cruelty of the 
Fodorals Towards the Confederate Wounded— 
Home Guard Cavalry Amusingly Mounted 
and Drilled— The Provisional Government of 
Missouri Regarded with Contempt— The Con- 
federate Forces Daily Increasing. Now 100,- 
000 Men— Union Men, Despairing of Federal 
Success. Daily Leaving the State— Jackson's 
Proclamation— Destiny of Missouri is fixed 
with the South. 

Cuilicotue, Mo., Aug, 20, 1861. 
Editor Yeoman : On last evening we re- 
ceived our first personal advices from the 
battle at Springfield. A Methodist Minister, 
formerly located at this place, and son-in-law 
to one of our oldest citizen*, reached the vi- 
cinity direct from Springfield, having par- 
ticipated in the fight from beginning to end. 

The battle begun by an unexpected attack 
being made upon some Missouri regiments. 
Unaware of their proximity to the enemy, 
they had stationed out no pickets, and were 
engaged in preparing their breakfast. Their 
arms were thrown aside, and no men 
could have been more unexpectedly attacked. 
Under these circumstances, it could hardly he 
expected that they should not ho panic-strick- 
en. At the time of the onset, the Confeder- 
ate camp extended over thirteen miles, and 
had the panic been complete, the flyingtroops 
would have had miles to run before they 
would have fallen back upon the rear lines. 
Fortunately, Brigadier General \V. Y. Slack, 
succeeded in rallying between 8 and '.'00 men, 
and with them, for more than an hour, held 
the attacking force, 0,000 strong, in cheek. 
At its expiration, those in rear of him com- 
menced coming into action. On the Confcd- 
ate side about 12,000 men were engaged ; on 
the Federal some 13,000. It was no victory 
Jor the Federals, as is vaunted by the St. 
Louis Republican, a newspaper which, I warn 
you and your readers, under nocircumstences 
to believe, as its efforts are unremitting to 
distort every fact and circumstance in order 
that they may bo rendered advantageous to 
the Federal cause. The Federals lost thir- 
teen cannon, numerous small arms and sup- 
plies. The small arms, from best advices 
obtainable, amounted to near 8,000 stand, and 
their dead and wounded were left on the Held. 
Even the body of Gen. Lyon lay on the field 
until it was recognized by a prisonerand cared 
for. The loss on tho Confederate side, it is 
believed, will not exceed 400 killed and 500 
wounded, while the Federals lost over 2,000 
killed, as tho field itself told by the number 
left upon it. The conduct of the Federals to- 
wards our wounded was characterized by 
brutalities revolting and disgraceful. .Many 
were found on the battle field with wounds 
upon their persons insufficient to produce 
death, with their throats cut from ear to ear. 
Andrew Austin, member of the Legislature 
from this county, was wounded in the body 
and his head half severed from his body. The 
pool of blood which lay about his neck show- 
ed plainly he died from the wound brutally 
inflicted as he lay wounded and bleeding on 
the battle-field. Many others hud their throats 
cut. others had been bayoneted. 

The arrival of another courier is this mo- 
ment announced. The Confederate killed is 
2")0 ; wounded a little over 500. The Federal 
killed, wounded and prisoners, near 5,000. 
In addition to tho cannon and small arms 
taken, the Federals lost their magazine and 
, considerable supplies. The murder of the 
wounded on the battle field is fully confirmed. 
Never before have the annals of civilization 
been disgraced by so dark, brutal, and infa- 
mous a record. Among our wounded is Gen. 
W. Y. Slack, of this place, seriously, and it is 
feared fatally. He is a brave man and a good 
officer. His good fight at the head of the 
troops ho rallied at the beginning of the bat- 
tle, saved our army from heavy loss, and to 
him is mainly attributable tho victory which 
— the Republican s statements to the contrary 
notwithstanding — is glorious and decisive. 
Henry W. Lansing, of this place, shot in the 
head — wound believed to be fatal. James Mc- 
Dowell, formerly of Mason county, Ky., and I 
brother-in-law to H. \Y\ Lansing, wounded 
in the head, but not mortally. I give their 
names and wounds particularly, for the benefit 
ot their I'nion friends in Kentucky, who have 
been writing them letters teeming with exe- 
crations of the rebels, and with glorifications 
of old Abe, the Union, (?) Crittenden, and the 
Constitution. 

So much for the battle of Springfield. Al- 
though the Missouri troops became panic- 
stricken, the fortunes of the day uro due' to 
their valor at last. They rallied before the 
issue of the fight, and fought like devils. As 
thev were, scattered and broken, every man 
fought on his own hook, and their irregular 
firing told with terrible effect on the enemy. 
Our last runner says all of the Confederate 
troops did not arrive on the field time enough 
to participate in the fight. One reason why 
we killed and wounded so many, was because 
they were brought within shotgun range, and 
the buckshot told with fearful effect. 

The Federal troops stationed here have 
been withdrawn, in consequence of the inad- 
equate supply of water, and Hudson City has 
now become the headquarters of the army 
of North Missouri. In their stead, we have 
here a corps of "home guard*," who would 
appear in the field a burlesque upon Fal-tatf s 
far-famed regiment. They are cavalry. — 
Some are mounted and some are not. Some 
rido mares with colts, and some rnules. Some 
ride old horses, and some young, unbroken 
colts. The parade is a perfect Babel. The 
mule colts, horse colts, and their mammies, 
keep up a braying and a knickoring, the 
horses a kicking and neighing, and the officers 
a bawling, which, when taken as a whole, 
would constitute it one of the best bands for 
charavari purposes ever organized. Some of 
tbem wear shoes, some boots, some, and not 
a few. are barefoot. Some are clad in linen, 
some in jeans, some in cotton, and make up 
a corps as ring-streaked-nnd-striped as Jacob's 
cattle. They arc as miscellaneous an assort- 
ment of humanity as ever were assembled, 
and are congruous in only one respect — they 
all stand badly in need of washing and fine 
tooth combs. Every now and then the rumor 
gets alloat that the Secessionists are organizing 
to attack them. On such occasions they be- 
take themselves to tho brush by night, stake 
out their horses, and practice divers means of 
getting out of the way, and saving their bi- 
con, not in accordance with the ordinary 
usages of warfare and fighting men. These 
practices are kept up until reinforcements 
nrrivc from headquarters at Hudson City, 
when they return, rank and file, to their 
quarters. The communities from which they 
have volunteered have sworn out no writs of 
habeas corpus to secure their return, nor filed 
any protest against, their departure. The 
public has sustained as little loss, as the army 
has obtained gain from their enlistment. 

As to the provisional government, it is 
treated here with contempt. Even the Union 
men place no reliance on its authority. By 
thc last runner, of whom I spoke, a manu- 
script copy of a proclamation by Gen. Price 
came to hand, which closes thus: 

"I at the same time warn all evil disposed 
persons, who may support the usurpations of 
the provisional or temporary government of 
Missouri, or who shall in any other way give 
aid and comfort to the enemy, that they will 
be dealt with as enemies and traitors." 

Neither the magistracy, constables, nor 
sheriffs of tho country, with but few excep- 
tions, will recognize the provisional govern- 
ment, and of the circuit judges, outside of 
McFcrran, Breckinridge, and Jackson, it is 
doubtful whether any will acknowledge any 
other Governor than Jackson. 

Our army increases daily. The Confeder- 
ate army in Missouri numbers over 100,000 
men. After a few more fights, they will all 
have United Sftai-es arms. Union men, with- 



out provocation or threat, are daily leaving 
the State, showing plninh they do not believe 
the Union sentiment can be sustained here. 
The I'nion clement is weakening every day. 

I and the Southern element is to-day more po- 
tent, active and determined, than at any prior 
time. Jackson's proclamation of the inde- 
pendence of the State met with an enthusi- 
astic response from the people. Hill and val- 
ley, prairie and forest, echoed with their words 
of joy. The destiny of Missouri is fixed now, 

| forever and irrevocably, with the South. 

1 will close this letter with the announce- 
ment, which has just reached me, of tho arrest 
of several of the •• home guards '' this morning, 
for stealing honey last night. Their officer 

I in command says they will be dealt with. 
Whether it is meant by this they will be pro- 
moted, remains to bo seen. The most proba- 
ble punishment will be the confiscation of the 
honey.

What the Union Men of East Tennessee Desire. 

Parson Brownlow's paper, notwithstanding 
all the statements fan so many sources as to 
its suppression, is still published. We have 
I before us his issue of last Saturday. The fol- i 
i lowing statement from him is interesting, as I 
going toshow what we have all along believed, ; 
that there is no prospect at present of tho ! 
throwing of Federal troops into East Ten- j 
1 nessee: 

"In defining the position of Union men in 
East Tennessee, we do it without authority 
from them, but wo have no doubt that we 
correctly represent them. • • • 
They believe it is the duty of tho Federal ; 
Government to put down this rebellion, at i 
any mid every cost in blood and money that 
may be required. But the Union leaders and 
the I'nion common masses do not desire a 
Federal army to be sent into East Tennessee, | 
and they are utterly opposed to the throwing 
of a Confederate army into our division of j 
the State. The I'nion men of East Tennessee 
have not applied to the Federal Government ] 
for arms, men. or money, nor have they had 
any other otter of such help from the Federal 
Government than has appeared in newspaper, 
or telegraphic dispatches, setting forth the ' 
purpose of the Government to relieve tho t 
I'nion men, and to sustain them in their strug- J 
gle to uphold the Government. Not a letter 
has passed either way — from here to Washing- 
ington, or from Washington here, asking for 
aid from the Government, or offering such 
aid, within our knowledge. And we are vain 
enough to believe, that if such correspondence 
existed, as between the Union men of East 
Teritle88©e and the Government at Washing- 
ton, from our position in the party, they would 
have let us into the secret. 

Sensible and reflecting Union men, in East 
Tennessee, have calculated that, in the course 
■ if events, should this war go on, the heads of 
the Federal army would deem it necessary, 
and in their line of duty, to throw a large 
army into East Tennesseo and Virginia, on 
tho line of this railroad. Nay, many of us 
have supposed that this might he a part of the 
programme of the Commander-in-Chief ofj 
the Federal army — but we have neither ad- 
vised it, as Union men, nor been consulted as 
to its propriety. On the contrary, it is known 
to us that some of the leading Union men of 
this city have proposed to go as Commission- 
ers to Washington to solicit the Government 
at Washington not to throw any force iuto 
this division of our State, and, upon obtaining 
such a pledge, they intended to return and de- 
mand of the Confederate forces the removal 
from our midst of a large body of armed men, 
stationed at different points, to resist the ap- 
proach of Federal troops. This effort would 
have been made, and made in good faith, but 
for two considerations. First, the proposed 
Commissioners would have to apply to the 
Knoxville leaders of secession for a pass; and 
next, having obtained it, and started, they 
would have been published as fleeing the 
State, and have had attributed to them mo- 
tives that never entered into their minds. In 
this view of the. case, the mission was not 
undertaken, and the matter stands just where 
all see it stands. 

" But it is said that large numbers of Union 
men are going over the mountains into Ken- 
tucky, for arms, and that they will either re- 
turn here to tight East Tcnncsseean*. or join 
Lincoln s army in Kentucky. We have not 
been out of Knoxville, to witness what is 
going on. no- have we received a line on this 
subject from any one. We simply suppose 
this whole thing to have been exaggerated; 
and that tho excitement of tho day has mag- 
nified hundreds into thousands. We suppose 
that since harvest has passed, and crops have 
liecn laid by, some three or four hundred 
young men, in small squads, at different 
points, have crossed over into Kentucky, in 
search of arms, which rumor has said were to 
be had by Union home guards in Kentucky. 
These have gone upon their own responsibili- 
ty, and not as the representatives of tho 
Union men, or of Union organizations. As 
an evidence of the number being small, we 
have neither seen nor heard of a single man 
who has returned with anything, in the shape 
of guns or pistols." 

Since the preceding was in type, we have 
received the Memphis Avalanche of last Tues- 
day, and we conclude from an article in it, 
that Parson Brownlow's paper was actually 
suppressed, hut that its publication was after- 
wards permitted. The Avalanche says that 
Gen. Wm. H. Carroll, of Memphis, returned 
from East Tennessee last Monday, and it 
adds: 

" As we learn from him. on Saturday night 
last, George W. Bridges, tho recently elected 
member of the so-called Federal Congress, 
addressed the Bradley county volunteers at 
Knoxville. During his speech he said that 
he would enlist himself and fight against Lin- 
coln s hordes. T. A. K. Nelson, it is under- 
stood, will issue at an early day, an address 
advising acquiescence in the will of a majority 
of the people of the State, and other Union 
men there will adopt the same course. 

"Gen. Carroll, as we understand it, had a 
conversation with Parson Brownlow, in which 
the fact of the suppression of his paper was 
broached. President Davis, it seems, has de- 
clared that he desires no connection with any 
government in which the freedom of the 
press is denied, and the Whig will soon be 
issued again. But Mr. Brownlow has altered 
his view of political affairs, and will hereafter • 
advocate the cause of the South against her 
oppression." 

We don't believe that this is true, though 
wecannot but observe, that Brownlow's Whig 
of last Saturday is quite different in its gon- 
eral tone from what Brownlow s Whig ever 
was beforo. 

"Well, if Nelson and Bridges and Brownlow 
and the rest of the East Tennessee leaders 
and their followers yield their allegiance to 
the Southern Confederacy, it may lessen or 
remove the dangor of unpleasant complica- 
tions in Southeast Kentucky. Some of the 
Union men of East Tennessee have been 
borne down by a relentless military despot- 
ism. — Lou. Journal. 



Big-Gentlemen who arrived from St. Louis 
yesterday, confirm the previous reports of the 
bloody character of the battle near Springfield. 
They say that one hundred car loads of 
wounded Federals had reached St. Louis. 
Gen. Ben. McCullough was on his way to 
Jefferson City with his victorious troops, with 
the full expectation of speedily restoring the 
State Government. 

The number of troops engaged in the battle 
on each side was very near equal, with this 
exception — several regiments of the South- 
erners had only shotguns and light rifles, but 
found enough efficient weapons on tho bat- 
tle field to fully equip themselves.

Kentucky and Tonno3see. 

It is announced by telegraph that Gen. 
Kobt. Anderson has left Washington for 
Kentucky, to take military command in the 
district assigned him by the Uuinp Govern- 
ment, composed of the States of Kentucky 
and Tennessee. Tho State of Kentucky, he 
expects, will offer no opposition to his as- 
sumption. But Tennessee, he must know, 
being a member of the Confederate States, 
will regard his movement as an effort to in- 
vade her soil, trample upon her rights, and 
inaugurate a bloody war within her territory, 
for the purpose of fastening upon her citizens 
the usurpation of Lincoln. 

If Kentucky should allow him, with such 
an object, cither to march troops across her 
territory or to take command of those already 
there, all obligation on the part of Tennessee 
to respect a neutrality which has already been 
disregarded, and, in that case, will prove to 
have been a mere mockery, will have been dis- 
charged. The commanders of our volunteer^ 
will not then be under the siighest obligation 
to refrain from marching on Kentucky soil, if 
it shall appear to them that they can thus 
more efficiently defend their own State, and 
prevent an invasion of their own soil. Ken- 
tucky has no right whatever to allow the 
Hessian soldiery to make her territory a 
camp from which to assail her neighboring 
Stutc, and then claim exemption from the 
presence of our troops. We have tho right 
to seek out and meet an enemy, wherever we 
may choose to attack him, and if our neigh- 
bor gives him a harbor for his hostile arma- 
ments, she must take the consequences. 

While the great body of our citizens would 
deeply regret the necessity for such a step, 
and would only do so, as a measure of defense 
against an enemy, taking care to assail no 
right of any friendly and peaceable citizen of 
Kentucky, yet, we may say, that our people 
are a unit in believing themselves justifiable 
in meeting and driving back an invader, who 
is marshaling his armaments on Kentucky 
soil, for our destruction. 

We devoutly and sincerely trust it may 
never come to this. We hope that Kciiturk- 
ians and Tennesseeans mar never be compel- 
led to meet as enemies on the field of battle. 
But Tennessee and all her citizens know that 
their skirts will be clear of the blood that 
shall flow in such an unnatural war. They 
have done all that a friendly State can do. to 
avoid hostilities with Kentucky or any of her 
citizens. They have respected the declared 
neutrality of Kentucky, when Kentucky did 
not have sufficient respect for it herself. 
They have scrupulously refrained from 'any 
act that could be considered a violation of, or 
an attack upon the chosen position of both her 
parties, and of her Executive and Legislative 
authorities, which was solemnly and clearly 
announced. 

They have determined that Kentucky 
should herself be the first to abandon this 
position. After that, they will hold them- 
selves free to assume such position and to 
tako such action as their honor and interest 
may demand. They have witnessed, with the 
deepest regret, that one portion of Kentucky 
has been made a harbor for hostile troops, 
which we are scmi-officially told are intended 
for the invasion of Tennessee. If Gen. An- 
derson should take command of these troops, 
assuming as he does to be the commander in 
Tennessee and Kentucky, there can no longer 
be any reasonable doubt of his intentions. 
Self-respect and a regard for our own safety 
will then require that we should adopt such 
measures as may be necessary to repol his in- 
tended raid. 

We, therefore, call upon the true men of 
Kentucky to take such action as shall exclude 
from the limits of their State this Federal 
General, whose intentions cannot be doubted 
nor disguised. And. in the event they fail to 
do so, we solemnly and earnestly advise our 
military authorities to prepare to meet and 
drive back the invaders, whenever and wherever 
they mag do so, to the best ndvntttage and tm- 
dcr the most favorable circumstances. 



[From the Louisville Courier.) 
A Card from Lieutenant Thomas Steele, of 
Woodford. 

Editors Louisville Courier: At half-past 2 
o'clock on Wednesday evening. I got on the 
train from Lexington to Louisville. As I 
passed through Frankfort, I was pointed out 
to a Union man, (modest name for a Lincoln 
man,) to another of the same sort. The Lin- 
coln man of Frankfort was the Jack Prnctt, 
of Frankfort. ( I suppose his devotodne-s to 
the Lincoln cause is to have his brother re- 
leased from working on the Government 
works at Cairo.) When I arrived in Louis- 
ville, I was watched secretly by two men un- 
til 0 o'clock Thursday morning, when myself, 
and afterwards two of my men, were arrested; 
one. a Mr. Shannon, of Woodford, the other, 
a Mr. J. George, a boy 10 years old, of Fay- 
ette. At the depot a Mr. Kirby came up to 
me, called me by name; said ho wished to see 
ma. Asked me to a room at the depot, where 
there were three other men, and not till then 
did he tell or intimate that I was arrested and 
delayed at my own expense for Friday's train. 
In that room, with Kirby and three others, I 
was told I was arrested; I was then taken 
with Shannon and George, to the Custom 
House by Mr. Wheat and Mr. Kirby, in a car- 
riage. There I was told that I was arrested 
as a bearer of dispatches from Gov. Mogoffin 
to the Southern Confederacy. I asked who 
was my accuser, and they said that they had 
telegraphic dispatches from Frankfort to 
that effect; said I was closeted with Magoffin 
all Wednesday morning. I told Kirby, 
Wheat, and Gallagher that I had not been in 
Frankfort on Wednesday; neither had I seen 
or spoken to the Governor for four months. 
They then took young George in a private 
room; told him he had dispatches from the 
Governor, and must give up all letters; 
searched him and his carpet bag ; read most 
of our letters to men in the Southern States, 
and released us, we having to pay to take our 
baggage back to the St Cloud Hotel. In justice 
to Mr. Chas. Cotton, I will say that 1 e said 
had he known who I was he would not have 
arrested me. I wish the people of Kentucky, 
and more especially the people of Woodford, 
to read this. 

I give, herewith, the list of letters opened 
by Mr. Lincoln s officers in Louisville. One 
directed to Maj. Arnold Harris. Richmond. 
Va., written by Capt. Abe Buford of Wood- 
ford — Harris being prisoner in Richmond. 
One directed to President Davis, written to 
him by Miss Maggie Harris, daughter of Maj.

SkbtchoftheLifeof Bex McCullouoo. 
The following sketch of the life of Gen. Ben 
McCullough, who participated in the battle of 
Davis's Creek, in Missouri, will be read with 
interest : 

Gen. Ben McCullough was born in Ruther- 
ford county, Tenn., in 1814. His father, Al- 
■ exander McCullough, was aid-de-camp to 
General Coffee, and fought under Gen. Jack- 
son at the battle of Talladega, Tallahassee, 
and Horseshoe, during the Creek war. His 
father emigrated to Georgia while Ben was 
very young, ami Ben was kept at school in 
Tennessee until he was 14 years old. After 
this Ben was kept hunting until he was near 
j twenty-one. At that tune the bears was so 
! bad in Tennessee that the settlers could not I 
raise their hogs. Hunting bears in tho cane 
| required much caution, and if a man's gun 
snapped he lost his breakfast. Young Me- j 
Cullough frequently killed as many as eighty ! 
bears during a season, and never less than 
I twenty in the course of a winter. This life | 
gave him a taste for wild adventure, and when 
he became of age he determined to go on an 
| expedition to the Rocky Mountains, and left j 
i his home for St. Louis, to join a c.impany of 
trappers. He arrived too late, however, and | 
likewise failed in joining a company of Santa 
Fe traders. 

ne returned home, and soon after called on 
I Colonel David Crockett, who was making up ' 
an expendition to go to Texas to take part in ; 
the revolution. The whole Southwest at that 
i time was alive with feelings of sympathy for 
l the Texans, and men were daily" flocking to i

for Colonel Travis, after having sustained a \ 
j seige of thirteen days, with only 180 Texans, | 
against Sar.ta Anna s army, fell with his bravo 
little band, after having killed 000 of the ene- L 
my. / 

McCullough. on joining the Texan army 
under Gen. Sam Houston, was assigned to the 
artillery, and made captain of a gun. He 
served gallantly at the battle of San Jacinto,* 
where Santa Anna was taken prisoner, and his 
army of 1,500 men killed or taken prisoners. 
McCullough afterwards settled in Gonzales j 
county. Texas, and was employed on thefron- , 
tier surveying and locating lands. He frequently j 
led the wild border scouts against the Indian's j 
and Mexicans, which service he entered before J 
the celebrated Jack Hays. He also distin-j 
guished himself at the battle of Plumb Creek! 
in a fight with the Indians, who at the time 
burned and sacked the town of Linnville. He 
joined the expedition against Mier, but not- 
agreeing with the plans of the leaders, ho re- 
turned home before the light, and escaped tin, 
cruel hardships and imprisonment of thatcom- 
mand. which had surrendered to the perfidious 
Ampudia. 

When the war broke out with Mexico, he 
rallied a band of Texan warriors on the banks 
of the Guadeloupe, and set out for the seat of! 
war on the Rio Grande. The company arrived) 
four days after the battles of Palo Alto and the . 
Resaca. His company was accepted by General 
Taylor, and he was afterwards employed in 
the daring scouting expedition towards Mon- 
teray, in which battle, as well as that of 
Buena Vista, he won imperishable renown. 
He afterwards joined Gen. Scott's army, and 
continued with it to the conquest of tlie city , 
of Mexico. For his gallant services he was | 
honored with a national reputation, and the 
office of U. S. Marshal of Texas was given 
him by President Pierce. 

Gen. McCullough was married three or four 
years since, and a characteristic story is told 
of him when his first child, a boy, was born, 
that he in s tate d , to the great horror of his 
young wife, in having the youngsterchristen- 
cd " Buffalo Hump," in honor of a particular 
friend, an old Indian chief of that unique 
name. 

The General is a thin, spare man, of great 
muscle and activity, and is now about 47 years 
of age. He has a pleasant face, and is mild 
and courteous in his manners, with an air of 
diffidence. He is very cool and of determined 
bravery. 



MISSOURI IN THE 

CONFEDERACY. 
SEQUESTRATION BILL 

COMMISSIONERS TO EUROPE- 

[Special Dispatch to the Courier.] 

Nashville, Aug. 23, 1861. 

On the 21st, President Davis approved an 
act empowering the President to appoint two 
other Commissioners to Europe. The act 
empowers tho President to determine to what 
nations tho Commissioners now in Europe 
shall be accredited, and to prescribe their du- 
ties. The two additional Commissioners will 
receive the samo as those now in Europe. 
The President also approved an act for the 
aid of the State of Missouri in repellini: the 
invasion and to authorize her admission into 
the Confederacy. The preamble sets forth 
that the people of Missouri have been pre- 
vent d by the unconstitutional interference of 
the FedeeeJ Government from expressing 
their Will in regard to union with the 
('■ life, b rutes, and that Missouri is now en- 
gaged in repelling the lawless invasion of her 
.territory by armed forces. The Confederate 
Government considers it their right and duty 
to aid the Government and people of Missouri 
in resisting this invasion and securing the 
means and opportunity of expressing their 
will upon all questions affecting their rights 
and liberties. 

The President is authorized to co-operate, 
through the military power of this Govern- 
ment, with authorities of Missouri in defend- 
ing that State against the lawless invasion of 
their soil by the United Stutes, in maintain- 
ing the liberty and independence of Missouri, 
with power to accept the services of troops 
sufficient to suit the purpose. The act pro- 
vides for the admission of Missouri to the 
Confederacy, on an equal footing with the 
other States, when the Provisional Constitu- 
tion shall be ratified by the legally constitu- 
ted authorities of Missouri, and an auth < nti- 
catcd copy shall be communicated to the Pres- 
ident. 

The President will then, in accordance with 
the provisions of the act, issue his proclama- 
tion announcing the admission of Missouri 
into to the Confederacy. She recognizes the 
Government in Missouri, of which Claiborne 
F. Jackson is Chief Magistrate. 

Gen. Ochiltree, of Texas, introduced a res- 
olution, which was unanimously adopted, 
BompH men ting the splendid victory obtained 
by McCullough and his brave army at the 
Vittle of Oak Hill, near Springfield, Mis- 
sel ri. 

C ongress is considering a bill providing for 
th' sequestration of the property of alien on- 
eirics. This bill was framed as a retaliatory 
r .insure, to offset the confiscation act of the 
.amp Congress. It will undoubtedly pass. 

The Confederate Government is reported 
to have received dispatches, on the 20th, by 
telegraph, stating that the English Govern- 
ment sent orders to Admiral Milne, command- 
ing the powerful British squadron in the gulf, 
to see that British merchant vessels be ade- 
quately protected in their ingress to and egress 
from the ports of the South, over which Lin- 
coln claims that his paper blockade extends. 
High officials in Richmond are reported to 
believe such to be the fact and the members 
of the Cabinet seem highly gratified. The 
French Consul at Richmond, has Teceived a 
dispatch announcing the urrival of a French 
war frigate at Norfolk. 

Congress has called upon the Navy De- 
partment for an estimate of the amount re- 
quired to construct two gunboats for the de- 
fense of the city of Memphis and the Mississip- 
pi river in that neighborhood, upon a special 
plan which has been submitted to the Depart- 
ment. 

The report of a battle at Loveltsville was 
incorrect. Authentic intelligence received 
at Richmond, from Lecsburg, states that Lin- 
coln a troops succeeded in effecting their es- 
cape across the Potomac. A number of wa- 
gons, and a quantity of provisions were cap- 
tured by our forces. One of Lincoln's sol- 
diers and several torics were taken prisoners.

Letter from Go.i. Lucius Desha. 

We subjoin a letter from Gen. Lucius Desha, 
! to the editors of the Louisville Democrat, cor- 
recting the misrepresentations in regard tothe 
recent stoppage of the shipments of arms and 
munitions of war to the Lincoln encampment 
In Garrard county. The people of Harrison : 
] are in favor of maintaining, in letter and j 
j spirit, the doctrine of neutrality, and, in our j 
opinion, their recent action was right, patriot- 
i ic, and is indorsed by every true man in Ken- 
tucky. The following is the letter referred 
to/ 

Cynthiaxa, Ky.. Aug. 20, 1861. 
1 Messrs. Harney, Hughes .,• Co.: 

Gkntlemkn : I ask you to do me the jus- 
! lice to correct a misrepresentation container 
I in an article in your paper of Sunday las' 
! under the head of •• Another Outrage. " It b 
| not true that thirteen car loads of arms, in 
eluding six pieces of artillery, were stopped 
here and sent back to Covington. It is not 
true that I '-demanded of Mr. Bowlera writ- 
ten guarantee that no more arms would be 
brought to Kentucky by the General Govern- 
ment, threatening that if it was done again 
the road would be destroyed." 

The facts, of which the article referred to 
is an entire perversion, are as follows : Mr. 
Bowler spent last Friday in Cynthi.ina. Hav- 
ing stated to a number of citizens that, learn- 
ing the day previous there had been shipped 
from Covington arms and munitions for Hoi 
kins' Cross Roads, in Garrard county, the 
train having them aboard then at Falmouth, 
he had ordered them to be taken off at that 
point and sent back to Covington, and that he I 
had resolved no more arms, etc., should be | 
carried on the road without proper guarantees i 
to ideninify the company for losses. Near 
sunset that evening the train arrived which 1 
it was said had had the arms aboard, and a I 
passenger on the train immediately preceding 
it having stated he knew the arms, etc., were | 
on the freight train, a numbed of the best citi- 
zens of our county being present, and who 
believed such action, viz: sending Govern- 
ment arms to Government troops encamped I 
in the State, was in violation of the position I 
taken by Kentucky, of neutrality, and de- 
sirous to see that neutrality maintained and i 
strictly carried out, expressed their fears that 
Mr. B. had deceived them; whereupon I I 
suggested to Mr. Bowler, with a view to sat- I 
isfv the community that it would be well to | 
sutler an examination of the train to lie made, r 
to which he readily complied. A committee 
of two gentlemen made the examination and 
reported that no arms or munitions were on 
the train. 

I beg leave to add that I hold no commis- ! 
sion, as intimated by you, from the Governor. I 
The only commission I hold is from the free- j 
men of my county, as their representative in 
the General Assembly, the great majority of 1 
whom, I am happy to say, are in favor of ! 
maintaining, in letter and spirit, the doctrine 
of neutrality. 

In conclusion. I hope you will pardon me 
for suggesting the propriety of being a little 
more careful in penning articles for publica- j 
tion calculated to do injustice to individuals, , 
merely upon tho statement of a •' passenger." I

Dkar Sir: Permit me, through your most 
excellent journal, to correct a few mi-takes 
now going the rounds among the various 
journals, ever disposed to publish falsehood. 
In the Louisville Democrat of last week, ref- 
erence is made relative to Government arms 
having I een seized here and curried to Union 
City. Now, «ir, there ha* never been a sin- 
gle gun of any description here, except our 
own private arms, which were much impaired 
by use. Many of them, for the past two 
weeks, have been sent four miles, to a gun- 
smith, for repairs. Some minion spy may 
have passed and learned the facts, and con- 
cluded to make capital of it, by reporting 
them seized and sent to Union City. 

Several letters have also been sent, and pub- 
lished in the Louisville Journal and Cincin- 
nati Times, well calculated to inflame the pub- 
lic mind. But, Sir, we, the States Rights 
party, though ten to one in number, are de- 
termined to maintain the dignity of our pre- 
tensions, by standing aloof from the contempt- 
ible practice now-a-dnys, of trying to preju- 
dice the public mind by falsehood. If our 
cause was so rotten at heart as to require such 
a course, we, in Southwest Kentucky, would 
shrink back from such a loathesometask. The 
writer has long lived here, is familiarly known 
from Memphis to Paducah, and was present at 
the polls in Tennessee when the vote of rati- 
fication was taken. Both here and there, at 
the polls, the most cordial invitation was giv- 
en to the Union party to vote their senti- 
ments. I even publicly offered my life as a 
ransom for any one who wished to give such 
vote, and do now assure the public that, in 
this county, the polls exhibit a fac simile of 
the inward desires of tho parties — and that 
peace among ourselves and opponents prevails 
to a highly honorable extent. "With regard 
to the arms taken from May field, I do assure 
the public that they were not taken by virtue 
of any authority, directly or indirectly, ema- 
natirg from any official in Tennessee; but 
they were seized by our own Kentucky citi- 
zens, in retaliation of those taken at Coving- 
ton, and at any moment would be returned, 
provided others done likewise. Our citizens 
could not, nor would not, take the requisite 
oath to procure those arms, hence they dis- 
banded their companies (two at this place); 
they consequently remained at Mayfield, un- 
til it was well known here that General Pren- 
tiss bad been invited to send a squad to cap- 
ture them. For several days and nights such 
were looked for, and would have succeeded 
easily, in our defenseless condition, and hence 
under all circumstances, it was thought no 
evil to secure them against all peril. Our de- 
fenseless condition was augmented by our 
perfect acquiescence in and submission to our 
highly honorable Governor's proclamation. 
His name alone is a host, at tho bottom of 
any paper. He lives in our hearts and affec- 
tions — for him will we ri-k our lives. 

I have known Col. Travis, and Adkins, 
Governor Harris and his Secretary, from their 
vouth. and regardless of our perilous condi- 
tion, will say, for them to do wrong is next 
to impossible. 

I deem my name alone a sufficient guaran- 
tee for the truths submitted in the foregoing, 
hoping that the fear of God or the Devil will 
in the future deter men from such a perfidi- 
ous course. 

Mr. Editor, I cannot drop my pen until I 
repeat that our nation mourns, not only for 
the dead, but for the national sin, living.

Proclamation of the Governor. 

"Whereas, numerous applications have been 
made to tne from many good citizens of this 
Commonwealth, praying meto issue a procla- 
mation forbidding the march of any forces of 
this or any other State or States over our soil, 
t" make an apprehended attack upon the 
Federal forces at Cairo, in Illinois, or to dis- 
turb any otherwise the peaceful attitude of 
Kentucky with reference to the deplorable 
war now waging between the I'nited States 
and the Confederate States. And whereas, 
numerous applications from like good citizens 
of this Commonwealth have also been made 
to me. praying me to issue it proclamation 
forbidding the occupation of any post or place, 
or the march over our sacred soil by any! 
force of the United States for any purpose. 
And whereas, it is made fully e*. ident, by 
every indication of public sentiment, that it 
is the determined purpose of the good people 
of Kentucky to maintain, with courageous 
firmness, the lixed position of self-defense, 
proposing or intending no invasion or ag- 
gression towards any other State or States, 
forbidding the quartering of troops upon her 
soil by either of the hostile sections, but sim- 
ply standing aloof from an unnatural, horrid 
and lamentable strife, for tho existense of 
which Kentucky, neither by thought, word, 
nor act, is in any wise responsible. And 
whereas, the policy thus recommended by so 
many of my fellow-citizens of all political 
leanings, is, in my judgment, wise, peaceful, 
safe, and honorable, and the most likely to 
preserve peace and amity between the neigh- 
noring bordering States on both shores of the 
Ohio river, and protect Kentutky, generally, 
from the lavages of a deplorable war. And 
whereas, the arms distributed to the "State 
Guard, ' composed as it is of gentlemen 
equally conscientious and honest, who enter- 
tain the opinions of both parties, are not to 
be used against the Federal Government nor the 
Confederate States, hot to resist and prevent 
encroachments upon her soil, her.rignts, her 
honor, und her sovereignty by either of the 
belligerent parties, und to preserve the pence, 
safety, prosperity, and huppim ss and strict 
neutrality of her peopte, in the hope she may 
soon have an opportunity to become a suc- 
cefllfu] mediator between them; and in order 
to remove the unfounded distrust and suspi- 
cions of purpose* to force Kentucky outof the 
I'nion, at the point of the bayonet — which may 
have been strongly and wickedly engendered 
in the public mind in regard to my own posi- 
tion and that of the "State Guard," 

Now, therefore, I, BE1UA11 MAGOFFIN, 
Governor of the Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky, and Commander-in-Chief of all her 
military forces, on land or water, have issued 
this my proclamation, hereby notifying and 
warning all other States, whether separate or 
united, and especially the "I'nited States" 
and the "Confederate States," that I solemnly 
forbid any movement upon the soil of Ken- 
tuck}' or the occupation of any port, post, or 
place whatever within the lawful boundary 
and jurisdiction of this State, by any of the 
forces under the orders of the States afore- 
said, for any purpose whatever, until author- 
ized by invitation or permission of the Leg- 
islative and ExeCUtlVe authorities of this 
State previously granted. 1 also hereby especi- 
ally arid solemnly forbid all good citizens ol this 
Commonwealth, whether incorporated in the 
"State Guard" or otherwise, making any war- 
like or hostile demonstrations whatcveragainst 
any of the authorities aforesaid, earnestly re- 
questing all citizens, civil and militnry, to be 
obedient hereto; to be obedient to the laws 
and lawful orders of both the civil and mili- 
tary authorities; to remain when off military 
duty quietly and peaceably at their homes, 
pursuing their wonted lawful avocations; to re- 
frain all words and acts likely to engender 
Dot blood and provoke collision; to pursue 
such a line of wise conduct as will promote 
peace and tranquility, and a sense of safety 
and security, and thus keep far away from our 
bell I veil land and people the deplorablo ca- 
lamities of invasion; but at the same time earn- 
estly counseling my fellow-citizens of Ken- 
tucky to make prompt and efficient prepara- 
tions to assume the armor and attitude pre- 
scribed by the paramount and supreme law 
of self-defense — and strictly of self-def, use 
alone; praying Almighty God to have us ever- 
more in his holy keeping, and to preserve 
us in peace, prosperity, and security for- 
ever.
